13 —One 
hundred and forty-nine yeafs ago 
the hand of a senior lieutenant on 
the Colonial ship Katy lying in Del­ 
aware River set to the breeze for 
the first time a flag with alternate 
stripes of red and white. It signified 
that an American navy had come in­ 
to commission 
with 
Commodore 
Esek Hopkins in command by act of 
the Continental Congress, and tho 
hand that. tugged at the halyards to 
set the colors flying wok that Of the 
executive officer of the ship, John 
Paul Jones. 
That was the beginning 
of 
the 
Stars and Stripes, the flag to which 
more than a hundred millions of 
Americans now pay homage. 
The 
stripes were still to be set in place. 
In their stead, the blue field of the 
banner whipped by the winds of 
that December day bore the crosses 
of St. Andrew and St. George, the 
twin crosses of England—visual as­ 
surance that the men of the col­ 
onies yet glung to 
their 
English 
faith and origin and were oncerned 
only with securing that freedom to 
which they were entitled as Eng­ 
lishmen dwelling overseas. 
It was a year and a half later 
that the Stars and Stripes was form­ 
ally adopted by Congress. Curiously 
enough neither that banner nor its 
predecessor wras ever 
carried 
by 
troops of the revolutionary armies. 
They fought under the flags of their 
states. It was for the hardy sailor* 
men to carry it around the world 
and win for it international honors. 
Since these days there have be­ 
come intertwined with the folds 
of the flag memories of great days 
and heroic deeds dear to the hearts 
of all Americans. And from its sim­ 
ple birth the flag bas come to know 
pomp and pageantry of display and 
written into the regulations that 
govern the army is a complete code 
of procedure for all ocasions where 
it is offiially known. 
Code Back to Knighthood. 
This code goes all the way back 
to the days of knighthood. 
“The National flag represents the 
living country and is considered as 
a living thing, the Union being the 
honor point,” the army regulations 
say. “The right arm is the sword 
arm and therefore the 
point 
of 
danger; hence, the right is place of 
honor. The edge of the flag which 
is toward the staff is te heraldic 
dexter or right edge. The union of 
the flag, and the flag itself, when 
in company with other flags, is al­ 
ways given the honor point, i. e., 
the marching right, the flag’s own 
right, or an observer’s left.”

when the flag is carried in parade 
with other flags it must be placed 
to the right 
of 
the others; 
that 
when it is displayed from crossed 
staffs, “as against a wall, the Nat­ 
ional Flag will be on the right.” 
or to the left of an observer facing 
the wall and that the staff of the 
flag shall be in front of the staff 
of its comparftcn flag. 
# 
When the national flag is dis­ 
played in a group of flags, is must 
be placed “in the center, or at the 
highest point of the group,.” When 
hung 
horizontally 
or 
vertically 
against a wall, the Union must be 
placed uppermost and to the flag’s 
own right. 
The regulations say that the flag 
should be hung flat when displayed 
on a wall and not “festooned over 
doorways, or arches, tied in a bow­ 
knot, nor fashioned into a rosette.” 
“One regulation too frequently 
ignored is arrangements for civilian 
indoor ceremonier reads: 
“When used on a rostrum it (the 
National Flag) should be displayed 
above and 
behind 
the 
speaker’s 
desk. 
It should never be used to 
cover the speaker’s desk nor be 
dreped over the front of the plat­ 
form” 
, 
The theory that the flag is a 
living thing as it represents the 
living country is carried out in reg­ 
ulations as to lowering it to a helf- 
mast position in token of mourning. 
“When the national flag is dis­ 
played at half staff,” the repulat- 
ions say, “it is first hoisted to the 
top of the staff and# then lowered 
to the half staff position. 
Before 
lowering the flag for the day, it is 
again raised to the top of the staff” 
.Where the flag is laid over the 
casket containing the body of one 
entitled to that honor, its normal 
position is reverse and the lTnion 
is placed “over the left shoulder 
of the deceased.” 
A government 
flag thus used may be given after 
the ceremony to relatives of the 
dead. 
Special regulations cover the re­ 
placement of ary flags and destruct­ 
ion of those worn out in service. 
The silk colors when beyond repair 
are replaced by new ones and the 
old flag is filed away in the archives 
of the regiment to which it belongs 
I There are many historic old flags 
j thus in the files of the War Depart­ 
ment, some of them belonging to 
regular regiments which fought in 
the war between the states, torii 
and stained with the marks of bat­ 
tle. 
There are others that date 
back almost to revolutionary times.

The veteran m arrying justice ad­ 
m its th at they are coming in oftener 
these days and th a t his business is 
showing a decided increase over the 
grim spare years of early statehood. 
He adm its th a t they sometime come 
again for his saction but with an­ 
other bride or groom and th at he 
takes their m arriage fee and wishes 
them well. 
Justice Brown’s first m arriage on 
March 4, 1908, was th a t of two 
full-blood Indians, Elyah Brown to 
Adlem Jackson. N either understood 
a word of English and it was neces­ 
sary th a t the vows be interpreted to 
them. 
During the years of his m atrim on­ 
ial alignm ents he has m arried sev­ 
eral couples who had been m arried 
to each other previously, been divorc 
ed and decided to start again at the 
beginning. 
The oldest man to take the vows 
from Justice Brown was a man 82 
years of age, who was united to a 
girl 17 years of age. 
The veteran justice has been on 
the job since him office was opened 
shortly after statehood but he had 
m arried a few hundred as a justice 
back in his native state of Tenn­ 
essee.

J. Roddy, one of the old timers 
from near Bebee, states that his 
community had a good rain last 
week and that crops are doing Tine. 
He says some of the corn is silking 
and tasseling. 
That part of the 
country was badly damaged by hail 
last year and he says the farmers 
are holding back on chopping their 
cotton this year lor fear of another 
hail. 
However, they are keeping 
their crops clean. 


I talked with a number of farm­ 
ers Saturday but found none who 
had seen any boll weevils this sea­ 
son. 
This looks promising for the 
time being for at this time the past 
three years they were thick. 
It is 
too early to say they will not dam­ 
age the crop, but the situation looks 
hopeful, at all events. 


It is planned to entertain the 
bee keepers o£_ the state in Ada 
some time in Julyr Pontotoc county 
is one of the “leading honey pro­ 
ducing counties in the state and 
with some of the most experienced 
men in the state in conference to 
discuss various phases of the busi­ 
ness, the meeting promises to be 
highly entertaining and instrutcive. 


Speaking of bees, I have been 
interested in the little Insects for 
several years and this year hope 
to get a liberal supply of honey. 
The only drawback has been that 
the Hive that I depended on most 
insisted 
on 
swarming 
twice 
and 
that has held them back consider­ 
ably. 
The first swarm settled on 
the underside of an oak tree some 
IO or 12 feet from the ground and 
I had to climb the tree aud saw* 
off a lot of it to get the bees, but 
I got them. OC course the recog­ 
nized way to stop swarming is to 
cut out the Queen cells after a 
swarm has left the hive. 
I did this 
some days after the swarming, find­ 
ing and removing no fewer than 
eight, but my eyesight was evident­ 
ly not Very keen, for a Sunday 
about two weeks later while I was 
eating dinner I got a phone call 
to the effect that the bees were 
out again. 
I went out and hived 
them and now have three colonies 
out there and one In town but so 
far have got only one frame of 
honey. However, the bees are work­ 
ing and I am hoping to get a sup­ 
ply of honey for the winter. 
There 
is a lot to learn about a hive of 
bees and I expect to know* quite 
a bit more about them in course of 
time than I do now*. 


The small grain Harvest is in full 
blast now* and with fair weather 
the coming wreck will see most of 
it in the shock. 
The crop has been 
fairly good in most parts of the 
county this year, same I have seen 
being 
most excellent. 
This 
will 
mean a lot of feed for livestock 
at all events. 


Farmers tell me that crops for 
the most part are doing well al­ 
though the hot winds of the past 
two or three days hav* caused corn 
to wilt. 
All agree that a rain 
would be of advantage just now, 
although nothirg is suffering much. 


Mrs. Duvall says the gardens of 
Pontotoc county are unusually fine 
this year. 
A great deal will be 
canned for winter use and the fam­ 
ily grocery bills cut to a consider­ 
able extent.

When Jim Ferguson was impeached and thrown out of 
office some years ago the senate, as it was empowered by the 
Texas constitution to do, disqualified Ferguson from again 
holding office in the state.

was again a candidate for governor and two years ago was 
in the race for United States Senator. 
He ran because no 
one took the trouble to try to keep him off the ticket. 
This 
year he tried to run for governor again but his perennial 
candidacy was becoming such a nuisance that the courts were 
asked for an injunction to keep him off the ballot. 
The 
supreme court has just sustained the application and Jim’s 
name will not appear. 
However, he is no quitter and has 
filed Mrs. Ferguson for the place denied him and should she 
be elected Jim doubtless figures on being governor by proxy. 
Ferguson was first elected because he sensed the possi­ 
bilities of reaching the people through a lot of high sounding 
promises impossible of fulfillment. 
The renters of the state 
were promised low rental rates and others were tempted 
with various baits. 
He was also a pronounced wet and as 
Texas was still in the wet column the booze interests backed 
him solidly. 
Of course he did not revolutionize the state 
government as promised and finally became so rank that he 
was thrown out of office. 
He has been trying to come back 
ever since but has made little headway.

Daniel described the feast of Bel­ 
shazzar ending with the appearance of the hand which wrote 
the words of his doom on the wall of the banqueting room 
in the presence of the revelers and closes with the brief 
statement that Belshazzar was slain that night. Worn pro­ 
fane history we learn that Cyrus realizing the futility of a 
direct attack on the mighty walled city, said to have been 60 
miles in circumference,, had dug a canal from the Euphrates 
river above the city. 
To deceive Belshazzar he withdrew 
his army. 
Believing that their city was too strong to be 
captured and that the Persians had given up the siege, the 
Babylonians celebrated in wild revels and it was while the 
feast in the palace was at its height the army of Cyrus 
slipped in over the dry bed of the river which ran beneath 
the walls and through the city. 
The battle was short and it 
is probable that only a few .were slaughtered since Cyrus was 
intent on preserving the city as it was. 
On this point Bible critics for many years thought they 
had found a glaring inaccuracy. 
It was known that Naboni- 
dus was king of Babylon and that he lived many years after 
the conquest. 
It was known that he was a quiet studious 
man and gave more attention to his books than to the govern­ 
ment of his empire. 
However, not many years ago a burnt 
clay tablet found by excavators cleared the point. 
It was a 
prayer by Nabonidus for his son Belshazzar who was acting 
as regent of the empire, hence was spoken of by Daniel as 
the king. 
Meantime, 
the 
Jewish 
captives had 
prospered and 
through the influence of Daniel found favor in the eyes of 
Cyrus. 
Cyrus was one of the greatest statesmen in history 
and his leniency to all conquered races enabled him to weld 
together an empire that existed until the time af Alexander 
the Great. 
One lasting result of his reign was the establish­ 
ment of the postoffice. 
In order to keep in touch with the 
widely extended provincecs 
of 
his 
empire he established 
regular lines of service with regular schedules and from that 
we have the postoffice system of today. 
Cyrus readily consented to permit as many of the captive 
Jews as wished to do so to return to their native land and 
appointed Zerrubabel,, a descendant of the royal house of 
Judah, as governor. 
We can imagine that there was great rejoicing among the 
captives when informed that the day of freedom had arrived. 
Amid the luxuries of Babylon they had wept for the loss of 
Zion and the temple, their center of worship. 
Now they 
were to return and restore some of the glories that had been 
lost through the perversity and wickedness of. the kings and 
the people themselves. 
However ,Ezra tells us that only about 40,000 availed 
themselves of the privilege at first. 
Many were prospering 
and were satisfied to remain where they were, but the more 
zealous were ready to brave the hardships of the long 
journey and face the tremendous task of restoring the ruined 
city and rebuilding the destroyed temple. 
Right here we 
have a splendid missionary lesson. 
Those who did not go 
contributed liberally to those who did, thus making it possible 
for them to return better provided for the work that was 
ahead of them. 
After weeks of toilsome travel the captives at length 
crossed the Jordan and approached their ancient capital. 
Ezra had promised the protection of God on the journey and 
it was indeed extended to them, hence we have no record of 
any untoward incident and the caravan richly laden with the 
vessels of the temple and other possessions wended its way 
back to the cliffs on which stood the holy city. 
No doubt their hearts sank when they viewed the extent 
of the destruction that had been wrought and the magnitude 
of the task ahead of them but they were fired with the zeal 
of a holy principle and with stout hearts set about restoring 
the nation and the worship of Jehovah. 
Never again were 
they to wander off into idolatry. 
One of the first things they did was to build an altar 
and restore the worship on the site of the temple. 
It was not 
until the second year that they were well enough settled to 
begin work on the temple. 
When the foundation was laid 
there was great rejoicing among the people, especially the 
younger ones who looked to the future. However,, we are told 
that the older ones who had seen the glories of the temple 
of Solomon and contrasted this building with the one they 
were now able to erect with their comparatively scanty 
means, they wept with a loud voice. They lived in the past 
and could not see what the future held for the race and the 
religion. 
However, the zeal of the builders appeared to have cool­ 
ed before the building was completed and disheartened by 
the opposition of their enemies who did not wish to see the 
city restored, work was suspended for several years. 
It was 
not until the prophets Haggi and Zecheri&h appeared^and 
started a revival among them that the people rallied and 
completed the temple.. This was finally done and once more 
the national center was established. 
Probably many Jews 
returned during the years.to come, for in the days of the 
Maccabees the little nation was able to defeat the armies of 
Antiochus, who ruled part of the empire created by Alexander 
and for many years were independent, although this was but 
a brief flare which was extinguished fey other conquerers. 
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New System of Classification 
To M Tried this Year,

STILLWATER, Okla., June IS.— 
That * the annual cotton school at 
Oklahoma A. and M. college, the 
only one of its kind in the south­ 
west, is becoming all-southern in its 
rGrope is indicated by advance no­ 
tifications of attendance 
at 
this 
year’s school which have been re­ 
ceived from Alabama and Mississ­ 
ippi planters. The school opens July 
I and closes July 26. 
Last summer students came to A. 
and M. registrar’s 
records 
show, 
from Arizona, Arkansas, Texas and 
Missouri besides Oklahoma. Planters 
merchants, banks, cotton mills and 
cotton seed mills sent representa­ 
tives to learn cotton grading and 
marketing as well as growing. The 
school Is conducted by the depart­ 
ment of agronomy, and courses have 
been given annually 12 years. 
Only a few cotton schools are con­ 
ducted in the United States, accord­ 
ing to George Butterworth, expert 
cotton classer in the employ of the 
federal department of agriculture. 
This summer’s cotton school has 
special significance in that a new 
system of cotton classification in the 
United States will go into effect 
Angust I, and will be taught here 


in July, according * to Glen Briggs, 
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Six purposes of the cotton school 
are announced: 
1. To aid farmers 
in meeting 
present conditions of marketing and 
to train them to market their cot­ 
ton more intelligently and profitably 
ani to produce cotton under boll 
weevil condition*. 
2. To prepare young men to en­ 
ter the business of handling cotton. 
r 3. To assist officers and direc­ 
tors of farm organizations that have 
to deal with cotton, including banks, 
to become familiar with the many 
problems .that face them in pro­ 
ducing and marketing cotton. 
4. 
To aid gin managers and op­ 
erators in solving their problems and 
to become familiar with grading, 
stapling and marketing cotton. 
-5. 
To assist cotton buyers and 
those in the employ of cotton con­ 
cerns, who wish to become familiar 
with the grades and staples as well 
as to keep up to date with changes 
in cotton grades and progress of the 
cotton business. - 


6. 
To assist hankers and others 
who have to handle the business of 
financing the production and mar­ 
keting of cotton to a better under- 
staadiag at the farmers' and buy­ 
ers’ needs. , • 
- , 
The daily program of the cotton 
school calls for lectures and reci­ 
tations with actual work in grad­ 
ing and stapling each morning, with 
more work in grafting and stapling 
in the afternoon. Motion pictures of 
production of cotton, marketing and 
milling will be shown as instructive 
features of the course,
